RlTer BT Capiliiac of a .Boat. 


CLEVELAXP, July ! 7.—Several lives 


•were lost iu ail accident wbich occurred 
about 1:30 p. m. oa the old river bed 
near the ore docks of the Cleveland and 
Pitt.sburg railroad company. The ore 
handlers had just quit work for the day 
and were waiting their turns to cross 
the branch of the river on the flat bot- 
tomed ferry boat which they had pro- 
vided for their own use. 


A number of the niau had CTUH.SUU. 


When the ferry reached the dock the 
last time at least 20 men crowded upon 
it. The boat. HO feet long and about 14 
feet w ide, wonld carry safely not more 
than a. do?en persons. The stream is 
not wide, however, and :n the hurry 
the ore handlers had no thought of dan- 
ger. The boat was pnshed from the 
shore and was being propelled across 
the stream. 


When about half over it began to 


sink 
Then as the men rushed to the 


side it turned over. All the occupants 
•were thrown inte the water. Those 
who remained on the bank, alarmed at 
the capsizing of the little craft, at once 
threw Me preservers and planks to the. 
unfortunate men, but most of them 
sank like lead. A few, however, man- 
aged to swim ashore, while one or two 
were picked up by a tug. 


The first report of the accident placed 


the number of de.td at 2:2. bnt that 
proved to have been an exaggeration 
The hie saving crew, who.se station is 
near the scene of the accident, was •sum- 
moned at once and the work of recover- 
ing the bodies from the river was be- 
gun 
Within half an hour se\en 


corpses had been laid side by side upon 
the dock, bat the life savers continued 
the work 


Richard Masten, chief eneiueer of 


the steamer Bessemer, which the men 
had been unloading, was on the ferry 
when it overturned. He thinks there 
must have been 30 or more men on the 
frail craft 
The boat was floating all 


right, he says, until the steamer Ara- 
gon. a big ore earner, came down the 
river. The s.well from that vessel caused 
it to rock and the men became alarmed 
Many of them rushed to the side and 
jumped overboard before the boat cap- 
sized. The wash from the Aragoii car- 
ried thorn under the water and several 
of them were drowned before help 
could reach them. 


"The men straggled 
frantically," 


'•ays Mr Masten, "to save themselve.s. 
but they seemed powerless. Whon 1 
saw the boat was going over I decided 
to stay with it 
That is what saved lay 


life. I let the boat turn over on me, 
and by putting my head above the 
water underneath it I escaped the swell 
from the steamer and came out all 
right." 


Two boys, Bernard Patton. In, and 


Martin Corngan, ifi, were in the boat 
and both saved themselves by swim- 
ming. After the 10 bodies had been 
taken from the water they were con- 
veyed to the morgne for identification. 


William Buelow, a press man, went 


to the nver to see the excitement, fell 
off an abutment and was drowned 


The river is still b«ii.g dragged for 


more bodies.

borne's) had s heavy skirmish, the 
fight lasting tire* days, with the divi- 
sion of General Jefferson C. Dans. It 
was on the side of one of the spnrs of 
the Cumberland mountains, heavily I 
covered with, trees and undergrowth. 
j 


"At the time of which I speak I had 


charge of the skirmishers of onr regi- 
ment, and my little captain, now Judge 
Reginald H. Thompson of Louisville, 
was in command of the bngade sfar- 
mishors. The other fellows bad dnv- i 
en us some 200 yards down the moun- 
tain side, and when I rallied I found 
i 


myself holding a very strong position 
behind a magnificent, broad branched 
oak tree about four feet in diameter A 
little m my front and extending to the 
nght about 200 yards there was an 
opening 
The other fellows were on 


the other side of the opening Just after 
I had rallied, my httle captain came to 
rae and after catching breath used very 
strong and emphatic adjectives in "qxak 
ing of the situation and courageously 
proposed that we go back to TV here we 
came from, told me be w as going to the 
right, and that when I heard the yell I 
should start back up the mountain. I 
said all right and suggested to him 
that he go to the rear and get m the 
undergrowth, as the other fellows were 
just across* the opening and behind 
trees. 
'2s ot mr.ch1' he remarked. 'I 


am going to that tree,' pointing to one 
some 30 yards from us our on the edge 
of the opening, the way to it being ex 
posed. He had gene only a little dis 
tanee when one of our men hailed him 
and said, 'Look out, captain1' 


' "The captain cast his eye up the rnetui- 


tam side and saw that a Union soldier 
had stepped from behind his tree and 
had a dead a^m at him. The captain 
stopped, straightened tip, faced the sol 
dier and yelled, 'Shoot, and be quick 
about it' The other fellow apparently 
was stmck with admiration for the 
dauntless-little caotam, and, instead of 
firing and killing him, as he certainly 
could have done, brought his gun to a 
pr&aent and stepjjod back behind his 
tree. That, sir, -was a display of bravery 
and courtesy—bravery on the p-vrt of onr 
captain and courtesy on the part ot the 
other fellow—that is pleasant to con 
template at this day when both sections 
of our coon try are at peace aacl steadily 
gaining in their respect for each other 


"During that same skirmish, late one 


afternoon, wh^le my regiment w as on 
one of the spurs of the mountain, we 
ss. T very distinctly an engagement that 
took place between the Second Arkansas 
infantry and the Twenty-second Indiana 
infantry. I think the latter regiment 
was organized with General Jefferson 
C. Davis as its first coloneL At the bat- 
tle of Sliiloh these two regiments fought 
each other, and earh had a warm recep- 
tion During the fierce contest the Sec- 
ond Arkansas captured tbe colors of the 
Twenty-second Indiana. Yon. know that 
that is a serums thing. A regiment 
would rather lose almost anything in 
the world than its colors. Thousands of 
men have given their live? in defending 
tho colors of their regiment While m the 
skirmish referred to tho Twenty-second 
Indiana captured the colors, or battle- 
flag, of the Second Arkansas. Tbe battle- 
flag of Clebume's division was differ 
ent from that carried by any ot the oilier 
troops in the Confederate service All 
of the others carried v,hac wus known 
as the southern (St Andrew's) cro^i, 
while our division carried a blue flag 
with a white moon in the center, the 
name of the regiment being across the 
meon, and the name of each battle m 
which it was engaged was w ritten upon 
tie w lute border around tbe flag

To carry the specimens a good 


sized fish basket is best, each species 
being wrapped in paper carefully 
and great cara being taken tbat the 
tail feathers are not broken.

conrse under snob circumstances 
facts about tbe bird are 3otted down 
in the notebook.

cil mark blurs easily. When a b,rd 
is shot, it scould be picked up by 
the legs or bill unless it is a crippled 
heron, hawk or owl. The wounded 
birds are killed by pressing the heart 
from either side close to the wings. 
All wounds and openings are stop- 
ped with cotton to prevent the plum- 
age being spoiled. 


To be of value each specimen 


should be labeled with the name, 
ser, date and locality, especially in 
the ease of young birds, since an 
adult can. always be identified. The 
name of the collector, color of the 
bird's eyes and contents of its atom 
ach may also be put on the label, be 
sides abbre\ mtioas indicating adult 
(ad ) or immature (g or yuv.) and 
the state of the plumage, whether 
nuptial (nnpt ) or migratory

I stopped at a small trading post on 
the Xeosbo nver Great excitement 
prevailed because of an outbreak of 
smallpox among the Indians, who 
thickly populated tbat section Hun- 
dreds of the redskins had died. 


"Smallpox bad up to that time 


bean an unknown disease among 
these Indians, and the outbreak was 
the result of one of the most t«mble 
schemes of revenge I have ever seen 
recorded. In the spring of 1835 tv\ o 
young men, \vhose names I have for- 
gotten, went ont to the plains for 
the purpose of spending a few- 
months. The object of the trip was 
for the benefit of the health of one 
of them. 
They reached Council 


Grove and resolved to remain there 
a short time 
They decided to get a 


taste of buffalo hunting 
They left 


Council Grove early one morning 
on a two -weeks' hunt They were 
mounted on good horses, which soon 
attracted the covetous eyes of strag- 
gling bands of Indians. 


"On tbe third day they came upon 


a large herd ot buffalo and bad an 
exciting chase. Tho invalid young 
man killed one of the animals and 
had dismounted to view his prize 
when a big, strapping Indian rode 
cut of a clump of trees, shot the 
white man and scalped him 
The 


companion of the murdered man 
saw .the horrible crime, and think- 
ing that a similar fate awaited him

Tbe primary source of all these 


anomalies lies in the fact tha? prim- 
tive man bad no uses for green and 
AUG. The gre<;nnfl;=s of vegetation 
s of little concern in savage life, and 
t is only in vegetation that green 
ever becomes conspicuous. The color 
of the sky and tho sea, except when 
t becomes dark, is equally a matter 
of indifference to savages. More- 
over, both blue and green seem to 
lave been generally difficult to ob- 
tain as pigments. They are cortain- 
y seldom so used by primitive peo- 
jles. Probably they were not sought 
after. The result was that, as grean 
and blue were of little concern 
either in nature or in tho arts of life, 
:hey tailed to evolve any sestbetic 
feeling. 
When green begins to ap- 


jear, at le.".st in English literature, as 
represented in rny tables, it is usual- 
y associated less with nature than 
with man, as tho color of garments 
it is so in the "Morte d'Arthur," 
and often in Chaucer, while even 
Marlowe's references to green are 
not to vegetation. 


It is iu the seventeenth century 


wo first find trace of a conscious and 
loliherate 303" in green with special 
reference to its symbolism of nature. 
This tendency was a byproduct of 
;he Puritan movement. The men 
who turned from courts and towns 
3egan to find pleasure in the eoun- 
try, and thu predominant color of the 
country became lor them the sym- 
jol of that pleasure. There is some- 
thing of this in Milton. In Marvell, 
who clearly possessed a keen delight 
in color, it is well marked, and in a 
single couplet he has felicitously ex- 
pressed this attitude of the -.esthetic 
Puritan: 


Annihilating all that's, made 
To a grtx-n thought in a green shnde.

China and Christianity. 


In missionary operations is to a 


great extent the secret of the hostil- 
ity displayed, especially among the 
official classes in China. The influ- 
ence of western civilization, in what- 
ever shape it manifests itself, is an 
abomination in the eyes of the rul- 
ers of China, whose days would be 
counted wero it over to permeate the 
masses. The hatred directed against 
the missionaries is only a peculiarly 
virulunt form of the hatred directed 
against Europeans generally, and it 
is easy to understand why it should 
bo a peculiarly virulent one. Mis- 
sionary work is practically the only 
agency through which tho influence 
ot western civilization can at present 
roach the masses. 


The missionary alone goes cut into 


tho byways us well as tbe highways, 
and, whether ho resides in a treaty 
port or iu some remote province, 
strives to live with and among and 
for the people. The life which he 
lives, whotbw it ho tho ascetic life 
of the Roman Catholic missionary or 
tho family hfo of a Protestant mis- 
sionary with wife and children, is 
in itself a standing reproach to the 
life of gross sulf indulgence led by 
tho average mandarin. But in the 
eyes of tho lattor it becomes a public 
scandal when, in glaring contrast to 
every vice of native rule, the foreign 
missionary in his daily dealings- with 
tho people of his district conveys a 
continuous object lesson of justice 
aud kindliness, of unselfishness and 
integrity.—"Tho Far Eastern Ques- 
tion," Chiral.

be saw Colonel Bragg lift up bis 
head. "Old man, are you bnrt? You 
are very -white,'" said Gibbon. 


"Ko. They ara flanking the bri- 


gade and charging tbe battery." 


It -was one of those occasions when 


a lieutenant colonel presumed to 
give directions to his general. 


In a few minutes tbo colonel -was 


able to walk to tbe field hospital 
Surgeon Bartlett and Bragg bad 
often bantered each other. When 
Bartlett saw the colonel.be said: ' 'So 
yon have come to see me. Have 
been expecting all the morning to be 
called upon to amputate your head. 
What is the matter, colonel?" 


"I don't know. If I did, I wouldn't 


come here. I want to find out." 


"Where are you hit?" 
"In the arm. Can't you see?" 
"Is it broken?" 
"You are paid to tell me if it is 


broken." 


The doctor took the limp, helpless, 


hurt arm. felt of it hurriedly and 
said, "Bragg, if any other man in 
tho army had been hit as you were, 
he would have had a broken arm, 
but your arm isn't broken." 


•'Thank you. Tie this handker- 


chief around my neck and hitch it 
to my hurt arm, doctor." 


"What are you going to do?" 
"I am going hack to the regiment." 
"Better let me dress your wound 


first." 


"Kever mind the wound. Yon 


can dress that tomorrow."' And the 
plucky little warrior, who more than 
earned all of his ranks from private 
to brigadier, rejoined his fighting 
and dreadfully decimated regiment. 


On his way back the colonel saw 


a man of his old company. "Hello, 
Nick! What's the matter?" 


"I am shot, colonel I'm going to 


die." 


"No, Gaffney, you are not going 


to die. Let me see your wound." 


The hoy pointed to a blue spot on 


his breast. "You're all right, chick- 
en. " Then the colonel put his hand 
over the wound and said: 


"Take a long breath." 
Poor Niok took a long breath, but 


it hurt him like the cut of a knife, 
and the colonel's hand was covered 
with blood. Tbe shot had struck 
him in tho breast and gone clear 
through. 


In telling of the incident years 


afterward General Bragg said: "I 
told the poor fellow he was all right, 
hut I didn't believe it 1 didn't see 
then bow a fellow shot through the 
lung could survive. 


''Nick Gaffnoy is still living and 


apparently a strong man. The sur- 
geon drew a silk handkerchief 
through his body soon after he went 
to the hospital. It makes you shud- 
der, doesn't it? It made poor JNick 
Gaffney wince, but he uttered no 
sound." 


Colonel Bragg remained with his 


regiment tho balance of the day, hut 
when the battle was over the reac- 
tion came, and he had to give up for 
a time.—Chicago Times-Herald. 


Old Map of Maryland and Virginia. 
At the Poabotly library is an old 


map of Maryland and Virginia, 
which is believed to date back to the 
seventeenth century. The map has 
a description of Maryland on one 
leaf of the back and a description of 
Virginia on the other leaf. It is 
hound with a few blank pages, to 
give it stability, and was evidently 
part of a larger work describing the 
American colonies, as the pages are 
numbered. "Baltimore town" is 
situated between the "Snsquesa- 
banough'' and Bush rivers. No es- 
pecial mention is made of it in the 
description of the colony, in which 
"St. Maries"' figures as the chief 
place. In addition to the Susque- 
hnnria, with its queer spelling, tbe 
principal rivers are named as tho 
Patowmec, Patuxent, Ann Arundcl, 


and Pooomoko. Tobacco raiding is 
named as the principal source of 
revenue in the colony, and it is 
stated that trade was carried on 
chiefly by barter and exchange, Tho 
map was published in London.—Bal- 
timore Sun.

Hon Thomas IP. Bayard, the United 


States minister at the Court of St. 
ames, la a discussion of the causes 
which led to the present distressing 
and deplorable condition of business, 
agriculture and finance in this coun- 
try, said: 


"I believe that the operations of the 


law proposed by Mr. McKinley aad 
enforced by the laws bearing his 
name, which regulated our commerce 
with foreign nations, imposing taxes 
upon imports and administering the 
collection of such taxes, brought 
about such obstructions and conges- 
tion In exchanges and in the opera- 
tion of natural laws of demand and 
supply, and produced such a condi 
tlon of affairs that the exchange 
ability of the products of our soil 
was grievously impaired, and that a 
steady current rao for many years 
against the agricultural interests and 
those whose capital and labor was in- 
volved. 


"In other wor<5s= that those en- 


gaged In such production were, year 
by year, under operation of law, 
necessarily denuded by Illy-adjusted 
and excessive taxation of their nor- 
mal and constitutional rights, until 
the prices they received barely cov 
ered the actual cost of production, 
and the purchasing power of their 
products did not sufflsa to procure for 
them and their families that reason- 
able and comfortable livelihood to 
which every iadnstrlous American 
citizen should be entitled. 


"The condition at t.bs time I spoke 


was epitomized by the declaration 
that the South must make less cot- 
ton or go hungry; that the West 
must grow less corn and wheat or go 
unclad. 


"Measures pioposed for relief are 


undoubtedly in many cases radical, 
impracticable, illusory and danger- 
ous, but the fact remains that they 
originate in widespread and deep- 
seated discontent, and that the lamen- 
tations are not idle, nor without cause. 
I should be wanting in the candor 
demanded in the present grave crisis 
should I withhold my sincere belief 
that unequal and uojust taxation, 
steadily increasing for 35 years, ep- 
itomized now aa McKinleylsm, has 
been the natural parent of it all, and

The words of Mr. Bayard are 
true- The country is suffering deep- 
ly from the wrongs indicted upoa it 
by the champions of monopoly, who 
built up immense fortunes at the 


I expense of their neighbors who were j 
compelled to bear the burdens of un- 
equal and unjust taxation until the 
people rebelled aad threw ofl the M 
Kinley yoke. The Wiison bill Is grad- 
ually relieving the distress, and If it 
were aided by the emancipatioo of sil- 
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ver, times would again be prosperous. 
Farm products would again command 
a price that would compensate a 
farmer for raising them. And when 
the farming community is prosper- 
ous, all branches of business thrive 
in proportion. 


Defeat McKinley and restore the 


money value of silver, is the remedy 
for the present financial distress and 
business stagnation. 


The French Financial System. 
Trance is called a bimetailisi country, 


though for rhe present it bus suspended 
the coinage of silver. The French gov- 
ernment coins all tlie Metallic money. 


Bat under direct control of the gov 


ernment, chartered and practically oper- 
ated by it, is the Bank of France, -which 
issues all the paper money in circulation 
in the republic. All the profits that ac- 
crue from the circulation of paper money 
belong to the republic of France and 
help pay its expenses. The bant has 
been in operation ever since 1800, when 
it received its charter, now nearly a 
century ago. Through wars, revolutions 
aad insurrections, changes of govern- 
ment and the last commune, it has held 
its own, moving on in peace and power- 
Wljen the interests of the people de- 
mand more currency, the Bank of 
France accommodates them by handing 
it out, on good security. When gold is 
scarce, the Bank of France redeems its 
own notes in silver and hangs on to its 
ga.1'1. If its gold supply becomes lo\v. 
tae bank buys the yellow metal in ti^ 
world's open markets and stores it <sr 
circulates it as seems cost. It is an au- 
tocrat and has .the whole power of the 
French government at its back. 


With more specie ia its vaults, the 


bank issues more currency for the people 
of France. The system coicos vc-rv near 
being what a certain class of American 
statesmen used to call an elastic svstem- 
Umler its steady management, at once 
progressive aud conservative, the com- 
mon people of France are today more 
prosperous than those of any other na- 
tion. 


If newspaper readers keep an observ- 


ant mind on the course of the %var in 
Cuba, they %vili find that whenever ;i 
Spanish officer has particularly distin- 
guished himself by severity and eruolty 
to Cubans aad 
noncombr.tants he it- 


sure to be rewarded with promotion and 
praise from the Spanish gorerimient. A 
late instance is the case of General 
Slelquizo. It was Mclquizo who author- 
ized and backed the outrages committed 
on the plantation of the Delgados, Amer- 
ican citizens. These outrages were a 
flagrant and brutal violation of our 
treaty with Spain as well as of interna- 
tional codes of procedure in case of for- 
eign citizens, likewise of the law of 
common humanity, vet, even with the 
Delgado case between Spain and the 
United States unsettled, carae the news 
that Melquizo was to be promoted to a 
major generalship.

Ixraght a pair of shoes for f 6 in Ameri- 
can money. 
"When we got to Mexico, 


my brother, who accompanied me on 
the trip, wanted a pair of shoes. We 
went into a store, and we got a pair of 
shoes just as good in every way as the 
ones I bought in Atlanta. Ho paid for 
them $6 in Mexican money. They say 
that the Mexican silver dollar is worth 
only a little over 50 cents. That is UK- 
way financial writers put it. 
Yet the 


Herriean dollar in Mexico buys just the 
same as the American dollar buys in 
the United States. Theoretically the 
latter may be worth two of the former. 
Yet what is the difference when both 
have the same purchasing power? Money 
is a medium of exchange, and if a Mex- 
ican silver dollar will boy a dollar's 
worth what difference does it make 
about the theory of the thing? 


'He-re is another instance: You go 


into a hotel in Mexico and get a dinner 
in eight courses. In Athujtn yon pay 
at tie Kimball or tho Arajioii for snch 
a dinner. In Mexico you pay a Mexican 
dollar for the same dinner. Yon get jest 
aa good a dinner in Mexico as vou do in 
Altjmtu for your dollar.

These are 
small matters, but they are practical 
facts, and it is these small practical

In all my travels in 
Mexico I failed to find a man who was 
not an enthusiastic advocate of free 
coinage. They all say with one accord 
that if the United States and the rest cf 
the world want the gold standard they 
can have it 
As for them, they havo 


tried free silver, and they want nothing 
else. 
It- has brought them prosperity, 


and so long as that is the case the 
world may outlaw their silver as much 
as it pleases. It has no effect on them. 
Their silver dollar buys a dollar's worth 
just the sisme as an American dollar 
buys a dollar's worth in Atlanta. 
So 


long as this is a, practical fact, what 
difference does it. make how often theo- 
rists prove tho contrrar on paper?

Roentgen's rays on leuseless eyes.

Professor Dorn, whom Dr. Brandea 
ad interested in the investigation, gub- 
ected the girl quite unexpectedly to the 
ays, and, when the strong current 
assed through the tube, which had been 
otally darkened, she declared that she 
a,w light -with her left eye- Professors 
Born and Brandes at first thought it 
ossible that a spark had leaped across, 
ut, when this had been rendered irnpos- 
ible, the girl continued to declare that 
ae saw light. 


On further trying the experiment the 


They 
jen continued their investigations and 


ascertained that Hoeutgeii's rays really 
Sect the retina.

*hile patriotisia will only undcrtaVt- it 
for a good causa It is a hnge bluadu 
so imjxwe terms of peace fundamentally 
anjuat, leaving a grievance that enlists 
an evertrrpwing sympathy. Gentrosiry 
and lorbearanoe toward a vanquished 
enemy, especially if that enemy be a 
great nation, is the best policy. 


Germany acted on this principle after 


she had defeated Austria in 1S66. She 
did not take an inch of territory, and 
she left no permanent sore of wounded 
patriotism. It was, therefore, possible 
to make an ally of Austria, and she be- 
came emit. Unfortunately, after her con- 
quest of France, she committed tb? 
blunder of annexing French territory. 
The military experts were called in to 
declare thai, this was a strategical ne- 
cessity, and, leaving aside the question 
of inhabitants declared to be of German 
origin, but who were devoted to France, 
some 600,000 pore Frenchmen in .Lor- 
raine were passed onder the German 
yoke. Annexations are only successful 
when the victims belong to small coun- 
tries, such as Poland or Denmark. 
France is a powerful enough nation to 
resent and ultimately to revenge or to 
remedy the wrong. She bides her time. 
There is only one permanent sentiment 
which unites all parties in France, that 
is the desire to recover Alsace-Lorraine.

The peddler uses a lit 
tie charcoal fnrr.ace, something like 
tho*o in use i>y our plumbers. In it he 
keeps np a small but hot fire. Attached 
to the side of the furnace is a lot of 
iron skewers. 
When a customer ap- 


proaches, the hawker takes a small piece 
of meat, mutton orgeat, the latter being 
the mast popular, cuts it with a sharp 
knife- into a long ribbon, winds it arount 
the skewer and places it over the char- 
coal fire. Some of the. drippings are col- 
lected, and, with a little salt or sale and 
spice, makes a pleasant sauce for the 
kabob when it is done. The cooking is 
very rapid. What with the heat of the 
fire and the thinness of the meat, it is 
thoroughly done in two or three minutes. 


The green cakes are nothing more or 


less than small wheaten cakes miset 
with chopped green leaves of varion= 
kinds salted and baked in a slow oven 
They are pale yellow, yellow gray and 
brownish gray, with irregular splashe 
of green on both the upper and lower 
surfaces.
